Liao-Yang was concluded this morn- 
ing after almost eleven days ot 
continuous” struggling. General Kuro- 
patkin was defeated, but after 
holding his ground for four days 
he effected a masterly retirement along 
the railroad, probably with his army 
almost intact and taking away the bodies 
of half of his men who were killed in 
action. 

How Japanese Advanced. 

No estimate of the casualties can be 
obtained at thig writing, but during the 
forty-eight hours in which the right 
army was engaged in desperate fight- 
ing, the dead and wounded, doubtisgs, 
totaled severaj thousand. During Sep- 
tember | and 2 the army, under General 
Kuroki, advenced to the westward from 
a line between the village and the stone 
fort of Kwangtung, with the division 
forming the right wing extending to the 
north and the division on the left ata 
bend of the Taitse river. The right and 
center of General Kuroki’s line were 
fighting with determination and gain- 
ing every foot of the advance at great 
On the morning of September |, 
the Japanese artillery was close to 
Kwangtung. It advanced several times 
during these days, shifting its position 
and taking advantage of low bluffs.

The scene ate night was like a remark- 
able display of fireworks. The Russian 
bombardment of the hills, which had been 
steady all day long, increased toward 
sunset and when darkness fell the burst- 
ing shells over hill top and plain resem- 
bled flashing electric lights. 

The summits of the hills were outined 
by continuous and thin streams of fire 
from flashing rifles. In the nearer plain, 
under the protection of low hills, the 
camp fires of the reserves glowed like the 
lights of a city. In the distance great 
beacons of light showed where the dead 
were being cremated. 


Chinese in Flight. 

Hundreds of Chinese men, women and 
children. all heavily laden down with 
their possessions, were seen fleeing from 
the villages on the plain and disappear- 
ing in long lines over the eastern hills. 
Up to the present time an ordinary en- 
gagement between Russians and Japa- 
nese, with a few batteries throwing shells 
back and forth has not sufficed to drive 
these enterprising Manchurians from 
their homes. They hover apPout the 
scene of fighting, playing the part of 
scavengers. They strip the battle fields 
of every vestige of debris, rob the wound- 
ed and take the clothing from the dead. 


‘They even have been seen between the 


firing lines gathering cartridges. This 
morning their exodus was taken to indi- 
eate that they expected even greater 
dangers. 

Most of the villages had been turned 
into hospitals and hundreds of wounded 
were seén who told fearful stories of the 
night fighting. 


Russian Dead Everywhere. 

The spectacle presented by Heiyingtal 
hill has seldom been equalled in any war. 
The top of this hill is less than quarter 
of a mile long, the crest of it, as well 
as the slopes and ravines was literally 
honeycombed with trenches, ditches and 
furrows for shelter. Trenches and coun- 
ter trenches ran in every direction, testi- 
| fying to the number of attacks made and 
the different points from which these as- 
‘saults had been attempted. Close to the 
summit of fhe hill were the bodies of two 
‘hundred dead Russians. They lay as they 
had fallen, their rifles in their hands or 
on the ground near them 

It appeared that these men had 4at- 
tempted to advance in open order and 
line had been mowed 
‘down by the Japanese fire when it was 
‘almost upon the trenches. The bodies 
were bloated and black. They had laid 
‘there in the sun, for the firlng was so 
constant and fierce that the Japanese had 
been unable to bury them. Many other 
corpses strewed the fields below the hills. 
Many shells had fallen on the hill, tear- 
ing pits and furrows in the ground. Frag- 
ments of steel were everywhere under 
foot. Bayonets were twisted and broken 
and on the ground there were the re- 
mains of uniforms of soldiers’ cans, all 
torn by shot and soaked in blood. Blood 
was smeared everywhere in the trenches 
and on the turf, and it was impossible 
to take a step without treading on bul- 
lets. During the Japanese occupation 
this hill was under a cross fire from the 
Russian batteries at Skywantun. The 
deep ravines on the eastern slope of the 
hill, where there had been galleries of 
shleter pits, had been honey-combed and 
indescribably disfigured by the fierce shell 
fire. It was difficult for an observer to 
believe that an area of equal extent had 
ever before been the scene of such carn- 
age, and Heiyingtai hill was only a sin- 
gle point of the battlefield, every part of 
which had been bitterly contested for two

The charge preferred against Captain

interest by military men and the public 
generally all over Georgia. 

Lieutenant McIntyre, of Savannah, and 
the privates and non-commissioned offi- 
cers who figured in the now famous in- 
cident are commended in the report of 
'the court of inquiry. One non-commis- 
' sioned officer and two privates are men- 
| tioned by name as having signally per- 
| formed their duty. 

These are: Corporal E. W. Shortridge, 
of Company I, who loaded his piece and 
threatened to shoot, thus standing off a 
| portion of the mob; Company Musician 
|W. E. McDougal, of company A, . who 
did likewise, and Private Joseph F. Me- 
Guire, of company D, who, after his gun 
was taken from him, used a plece of 
'board with telling effect.

Work of the Court. 


This court of inquiry was appointed 
by Governor Terrell immediately after 
(his return from St. Louis, the States-

Each member of the 
‘court had in his hands a copy of the 
stenographer’s record of the evidence, 
which was read and discussed. Yester- 
‘day morning Stenographer Kingsbury 
was summoned before the court and the 
report of the court dictated to him. In 
the afternoon this report was placed in 
the hands of Governor Terrell. 

In the report is is charged that Dr. 
'Morrison, being in citizen's clothes and 
thus having ingress and egresg to the 
court house, could have been used by 
Captain Hitch to summon aid; that there 
was no evidence of any member of the 
mob being wounded by a bayonet. thrust 
or gunshot; that the force of 115 officers 
and men was large enough, if properly 
handled, to have protected the prisoners; 
‘that the commanding officer (Captain 
Hitch) did not use proper precaution or 
avail himself of a large percentage of his 
force; that there was no attempt to 
clear the court room or the court house 
corridors, or to establish a cordon inside 
or outside the building; that Captain 
Hitech had instructed his men to neither 
Joad or fire without specific orders; that 
'No energetic effort was made to disperse 
the mob.

Savannah, Ga., September !3.—(Spercial) 
Major Garland M. Ryals died this after- 
noon at 4 oclock at the Savannah hos- 
pital, where he was operated upon Satur- 
day for gangrene, his right

It was thought until !I o'clock this 
morning, when he began to sink, that he 
would probably recover. Major Ryals had 
been ill for two weeks, having wveen 
stricken with the affection in his foot 
while on a trip north. He had not left 
his bed since his return to Savannah,

Editor Constitution: Apropos of your 
editorial on the futility of the inter- 
state commerce commission and law, if 
you will read the law itself you will see 
that it embodies the great principles and 
provisions necessary to protect the public 
against extortion, all charges and unjust 
discriminations. And during the early 
years of its administration and while 
Judge Colby was at the head of the 
commission it was being faithfully in- 
forced to that end, But as stated to me by 
Commissioner W. R. Morrison, who serv- 
ed on that body for twelve years, the cir- 
cuit courts of the United States picked 
away its provisions until its usefulness 
was destroyed. Those courts by unjust 
construction did away with some of its 
most vital and valuable provisions, rather 
repealing than fairly construing those 
provisions and overriding the beneficial 
action of the commission. 

The senate made two changes in the 
bill which passed the house that ought 
not to have been made. The house bill 
gave concurrent jurisdiction to the state 
and federal courts in civil suits, The sen- 
ate gave the jurisdiction to the federal 
courts.
